SKETCH OF THE NEW COMMIS- 


MISSIONEK'S CAEEEH. 


The Appointment Gives Very 


General Satisfaction. 


/The suspense in regard to tbe appoint- 


rmenc of license commissioner is over, and 
Hon. I'eter J. Brady is now tlie third 
nioraber of the commission by virtue of 
liis appointment by Mayor Courtney last 
night. 


• Alrhough Hon. Peter J. Brady is -n'ell 
kno«-n throughout the city at this juncture 
a brief sketch of his career \vill be read 
with interest by the public at large. 


Peter J. Urady was born Oct. 20, 1861, 


in the name house in which he lives, 
At 


the early age of eighteen months he was 
left nn orphan l>y the dentil of bis father. 
He attondeil the public schools till he was 
twelve yenrs of age, when he found em- 
ployment in Clark's machine shop, afcor- 
wards working in the Middlesex, Curpet 
and Bli;achcry mills. Leaving the latter 
place he accepted a position as clerk for 
the grocery rlrm of Julius Stiles & Co.. 
and after a short term of service he was 
appointed their foreman. Having served 
in this capacity with the firm for six years 
he branched out into business on bis own 
account, 


The number of societies of . which Mr. 


Brady is a member is very large, among 
them being the Elks, Foresters, Knights 
o£ Columbus and "Big 12." 
In addition 


to the foregoing he is also an honorary 
member ot Pose 185 and of several military 
companies. 


>[r, Brady is a bachelor living with his 


mother in the old home in which the 
Brady family have lived lor upwards ol 
half a t;encury. 


Mr. Brady's first entrance into politics 


was in the fall o('32 at a time when he 
had scarcely attained his majority. He 
was a candidate for the council nomina- 
tion and although the party leaders in 
ward three tried to frighten him out of the 
fight by telling him that he would "be 
badly beaten and had better wait until he 
was older," they did not succeed in scar- 
ing the young man to any great extent, 
lor he continued to buck the machine and 
at the caucus received the highiest vote 
of any candidate. He was renominated 
and 
re-elected, receiving the highest 


vote both at the caucus and at tbe polls 
of any candidate on 
the democratic 


ticket. 
His two years of service in the 


common council were of such a satis- 
factory nature to his constituents that in 
the campaign of J84 they sent him to the 
legislature. He received the regular dem- 
ocratic nomination for the two following 
years; something unprecedented in the 
history of the party in his ward, but 
which Is strong proof of Mr. Brady's im- 
mense popularity with the voters of his 
party in bis own ward. In the year.of '88 
Mr. Brady was elected for a fourth term. 
In 1892 Mr. Brady was nominated for sen- 
ator by the democrats, but,was defeated 
by Hon. '" Frederick Lawtbn by a very 
slight margin. In 1893 honors were re- 
versed by the same nominees and it was 
Senator Braily. In 1894 Hon. Ether S. 
Fosa defeated Mr. Brndy. Since that 
time Mr. Brady has held no public of- 
3ce. 


"tt'hi la in tbe legislature Mr. Brady ac- 


quired a lasting popularity among his as- 
sociates being always genial, jolly and 
above all a man oE his word. He is pos- 
sessed of great executive ability, a fact 
which makes him a power in politics, 
or any movement in which he embarks. 
Although he does not often make a speech 
he can convince and persuade by his 
straight forward matter of fact way ot 
putting things "in a nut shell," as it were. 


Succe,saful in business as a grocer, he is 


widely known as a staunch friend, a true 
gentleman and a model citizen. 


There Is no doubt whatever as to Mr. 


Brady's eminent fitness for the place. It 
would be difficult for Mayor Courtney to 
select it successor to Mr. Smith who would 
be more generally acceptable. This ap- 
pointment effectually silences the charge 
that His Honor had been of late forgetful 
of his friends.

CAUTIOUSLY. 


In Recognizing the Claims 


Put Forth. 


-Washlnrrton, June 0.—The state de- 


partment has ^ot yet been approached 
by tbe British government to learn-lts 
views relative to the conversion of Mada- 
gascar Into a French colony, but it has 
not on that account neglected to take 
steps on Its; own account to safeguard 
American interests in that quarter of 
the globe.. Not only is there a large im- 
port trade from the island, principally 
in- rubber and tropical products gen- 
erally, but the goods sent back to pay for 
these articles • are

considerable 


nmounL 


The United States has substantial 


reasons for moving slowly In the recog- 
nition o£ the French conquest of the 
country. In such cases,our general policy 
has been to.avoid any consideration od 
the moral or political aspects of the 
change about to be made. If they do not 
directly affect our own country, but to 
Insist'that "the government that assumes 
control of. the conquered or acquired 
territory shall assume and faithfully 
discharge- all obligations toward our- 
selves that were chargeable to the orig- 
inal government with which we have 
inade treaties. 
Probably we should 


make no departure fr^m this policy In 
the case of Madagascar, though one 
effect of an adherence to this idea., which 
Is a. generally i-ecognized principle of in- 
ternational law, would be to raise speed- 
Sly a question as to the soundness of the 
Waller concession. 


Another point' of even more impor- 


tance than this of private concessions, 
ho-wever. Is the matter of tariff duties 
on Imports from the United States. At 
present, under the treaty of 1S81 with the 
Hovas, imports from the United States 
and exports to the same should not be 
taxed to' exceed 10 per cent- This Is an 
obligation that our government would 
expect France to assume Jf she were to 
anne± the Island, but from what is un- 
officially-known here of the French pro- 
gram stie Is very much Indisposed to do 
so. It-'is understood that instead, .she 
•wo.ul'd liot only increase the Import 
dutfes ou goods entering Madagascar, 
but by excepting the Frencb merchants 
ifrtrni-"these .duties entirely, would dis- 
criminate injuriously against the Ameri- 
can and British merchants who1 have 
been doing the bulk of the business here- 
tofore. Already our state department 
lias called upon the French government 
for a statement of Its intentions in this 
respect, but no response has yet been 
made, and the British appear to be about 
to assume a position corresponding to 
our own respecting this matter. 


Clinched the ^Fatter, 


Paris, June .—The foreign affairs com- 


mittee of tbe chamber of deputies has 
unanimously approved the bill making 
Madagascar a french colony. The com- 
mittee was addressed by M. Hanotaux. 
minister of foreign affairs, who stated 
that the United States government,In a 
firm and clear dispatch, had Insisted 
upon, the necessity of a categorical 
declaration regarding the annexation. 
M. Hanotaux added that the govern- 
ment of Great Britain had also urged 
that the treaties between Madagascar 
and foreign powers existed until the an- 
nexation, of that Island was proclaimed 
by France! 


England'* Interests. 


London, June .6.—Under Secretary of 


State Curzon, in the house of commons, 
yesterday, replying to a question as to 
whether Great Britain and the United 
States would assent, in view of the Isl- 
and's conversion Into a French colony, 
to end their engagements with Mada-

CAUSES OF TORNADOES. 


^clence Has n Suspicion That They Are 


Canned by Electricity. 


The terribln destruction wrought by the 


succession of tornadoes in tlie west has 
rovivud interest in cho spooulntlou upou 
tho causes of these storing and tholr ao- 
tlon. 
There uro dltTuroot theories regard- 


ing the orlglo. of these whirling duinous 
and tho medium from which tholr tro- 
mondous power Is derived. Some meteor- 
ologists continue to uphold the theory that 
varying atmospheric pressures give rise to 
the concentrated rotary storms, and that 
the destruction wrought Is due to the force 
of the whirling wind. 


The weight of testimony and analysis, 


however, favors tho belief that they are 
electrical storms, and that thoir power Is 
the same that drives tho modern motor. 
Observations upon the recent tornado that 
devastator! n portion of Texas agree with 
previously collected data upon the general 
characteristics of such storms. There wns 
irresfstlblo rotary motlou, strong attrac- 
tion or lifting power and tremendous pro- 
pulsive force. 
The Impact of the storm 


left a truck of packed earth as though a 
very heavy roller iad passed ove-r tbe sur- 
face.. 


Kowhere elie In nature or art are the 


same or similar conditions observed except; 
In the eleotriool Held. A familiar ex- 
periment In the laboratory Is to put a 
handful of Iron filings In a bowl and sub- 
ject them to the Influence of Induction 
coils. 
When ODO current Is turned.on the 


filings arrange themselves on the eldea ol 
the bowl—polarization—but when a sec- 
ond current, with Its pol'efi ac right angles 
to the Crst, Is turned on the bowl is In- 
stantly filled wibh flying parblales, which 
soon take on a rotary motion and go 
whirling around the rlru of the vessel. 
Tho pbonomurm of this experiment are 
almost identical, In miniature, with the 
observed phenomena attendant upou tor- 
nadoes upon the larger scalo. 


It is more than a suspicion of solonce 


that the cause- of tho low and high pres- 
sures told by tbe barometer is to bu found 
in electrical or magnetic conditions, the 
depressions, for example, corresponding to 
tha vacated spncu in tbe bowl containing 
the filings when under the influence of the 
first current. It Is an easy step from this 
to tho hypothesis of a double or alternat- 
ing current for tho formation of the tor- 
nado. The practical application of this 
principle In electrical mechanism has pro- 
duced t-he powerful Westlnghou*e motors, 
and it is the only known way In which 
such rotary motion can be produced with 
theelemonts of nature.•i'i~ '—r"~ """•'

AGAIN CRY BABY 


British Yachtsmen are Again 


Complaining Loudly, 


THEY DO NOT . UNDERSTAND 


HOW NIAGARA WON. 


Old Cry of 
Fraud Raised 


Without Cause. 


London, Juno 6.—Ar.rfther interna- 


tional difficulty has arisen, and although 
It may hot be quite so serious as the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute, or tho 
Cuban question, It has already thrown 
another wet blanket over England, and 
la believed to' have been the cause oC 
Howard Gould's 20-rater Niagara not 
starting In the race for the smaller ci-aft 
on the .program ot the Royal Yacht 
elub'-s regatta Thursday, when the Me- 
teor, Emperor William's yacht, won her 
maiden race. 


In brief, there Is no doubt that Eng- 


lish yachtsmen felt sore 'over the re- 
peated victories of the Niagara last year, 
and, although she has had very bad luck 
this season, the bad humor has rankled 
until It 1ms assumed the proportions oil 
a dangerous sore, which had to be cut 
out or cured. All the trouble was really 
caused by the clever manner In which 
the Niagara has given her British com- 
petitor her stern to look a: in most races 
In which she has'contested. 


One man had It that she had some 


mysterious hidden power within her 
vitals, and another opined that she had 
v/heels, somewhere, to which Captain 
Barr, her skipper, slijriiflcantly pointed 
to the British yachtsman's head, and In- 
timated that he knew where these 
wheels were located. 


Still another aquatic expert had It that 


Niagara was using shifting, water bal- 
last, ar.d this was finally settled upon as 
being the real reason for her success in 
the races she won, no mention being 
made, of the cause of her losing the 
events she was not successful in. 
. Eventually, complaint was made to 
the yaoht racing association, and the fol- 
lowing letter was sent by that organiza- 
tion, dated May 27, to Howard Gould: 


"A report has been made to the coun- 


cil of the Yacht Racing association that 
your yacht, the Niagara, is fitted 
with a watertank under the sea.t on 
each side of the cabin, and that these 
tanks are connected^by a pipe, so as to 
malce it possible, by merely turning a 
cock, to run water from one tank into 
the other, and-thus use them as shift- 
Ing, water ballast, which might be ad- 
vantageous In certain casts. 
Three 


members of the council were, conse- 
quently, requested to inspect the tanks, 
which they did immediately .after the 
race of the Royal Thames Yacht club, 
on May 23, and In your absence were af- 
forded, every .facility by Captain Barr. 
The members of the council do not wish 
to convey any idea on their part that 
the tanks were used for the purpose In- 
dicated. On the contrary, their ijnpres- 
sion Is the other, way. But I am request- 
ed to suggest, In order to place the mat- 
ter beyond suspicion, that It is desirable 
to make Impracticable the run of water 
from one tarik to the other, which could 
readily be done by a small alteration of 
the pipes. I should be glad to hear, for 
the information of the council, that this 
has been done at once. Dlxon Kemp, 
secretary." 


The Yachtsman, 
referring to this 


latest little unpleasantness, says: "We 
have seen the watertanks, and there is 
absolutely no room under the floor for 
any tanks. The builder, with hls^usual 
astuteness, lilt upon this arrangement, 
Just as he has taught us many things. 
It is true there Is a connecting pipe be- 
tween the tanks, but \ve fail to see that 
It could be used for shifting ballast, as 
it takes 10 minutes for one tank to emty 
into the other, and this can only be done 
when the yacht Is heeled over." 


The writer In The Yachtsman con- 


cludes with remarking: "We regard the 
Incident as peculiarly unfortunate, be- 
cause the suspicion, wli*ch. many treat 
as a gross Insult, attaches to a foreign 
gentleman, who has dona much for Brit- 
ish yachting, and who Is kno.wn as a 
thorough sportsman. The fact that Mr. 
Gould Is an American makes It all the 
worse, for. 
In spite of disclaimers, 


yachtsmen In America will regard It as 
a national Insult. The Yacht Racing as- 
sociation council acted properly enough. 
In view of the report, but everyone Is 
entitled to know who made the report.". 
, Under 
the 
circumstances, nobody 


would be astonished if Howard Gould 
refused to take part In any more races 
In these waters, and there Is little doubt 
.that when the name of the maker of the 
report to the Yacht Racing association 
becomes known, and all the circum- 
stances In the case are Investigated, 
there will be a storm of Indignation 
strong enough to make the party re- 
ferred to feel very uncomfortable. 


Howard Gould writes to The Field, In 


regarll to the dispute over the water- 
tanks on the Niagara, as follows: 
"The 


tanks were never used for ballast or for 
any purpose,' except for water for tbe 
crew. -The yacht was measured and 
races with the tanks empty, and even If 
they were filled, the Idea that they could 
be of advantage Is absurd, because It 
would take eight or 10 minutes for the 
water to run from one to the other. Had 
the committee advised me of the_ir In- 
tended visit, I should have been pleased 
to aid them In their Investigations." 


An editor's footnote says: "We un- 


derstand that Mr. Gould has offered to 
comply with the committee's sugges- 
tions."

The garment making trado in Bosto. 


has undergone marked changes Within 
the last ten yeara Some of these chunges 
ba-vu u direct bearing upon the question 
of noiiemployment The most notable 
aro in connection with garment making, 
pure- iind simple—the manufacture ol 
ready made coats, vests and trousers. 
This and dressmaking are the most im- 
portant branches of the trade in Boston. 
Tho report says that till about 15 years 
ago garment making in that city was a 
good trade to follow, work being fairly 
steady, wages pretty good, the hours not 
unduly long and tho ranks of the work- 
ers not overcrowded. The contract sys- 
tem was hardly known, and the work, 
except cutting and trimming, was al- 
most entirely in the hands of English 
speaking women. Now all this is re- 
versed. Work is more irregular, and 
wages arc low. A great deal of the work 
is sent out of the city, mainly, to New 
York, and tho workers are not only for- 
eigners, mostly German, Russian and 
Polish Jews, but, singularly in contrast 
with tho usual complaint that the wo- 
men have, crowded out the men iu the 
struggle in somo particular industry, 
about two-thirds of the garment milkers 
ore men, and their proportionate num- 
ber is rapidly increasing. Here is n 
trade offering tho remarkable pheuome 
non of women workers displaced by 
men. 


Immigration, tho introduction of new 


machinery and a general change iu the 
business methods of the trade ar^ .the 
main causes uuitiug to bring this about. 
Immigration hus had perhaps the most 
influence. The first effect of the arrival 
of the foreigu Jewish element was the 
development of the coutract system, the 
lowering of wages nnd lengthening cf 
hours. The lower standard of living of 
these newcomers had its usual effect in 
forcing out tho women iu tho better 
paid branches. Some of the new ma- 
chinery was too heavy for vromen to 
operate. 
Race feeling has aiso some- 


thing to do with the disappearance of 
women in this branch of garment mak- 
ing. The preference of tho contractors, 
most of whom are Hebrews, .is for men 
of their own race. The fact that, until 
within a short time, -worsen have riot 
been organized has had some effect, 
since the men, who are nearly all -union 
members, havo felt at liberty to work 
against them as they would against any 
other nonunion ists. 


There is, however, one curious excep- 


tion to the rule that men are displacing 
women. Vestmakiug iu Boston is still 
almost entirely in the hmids of women 
and of Americans or Irish Americans. 
One reason assigned for this is that the 
work was so much parceled out thnt it 
rather escaped the attention of the for- 
eigners at first. Another is that when 
these newcomers arrived vestmakiug 
•was considered very poorly paid work. 


The new machinery introduced into 


the garment trade enormously increases 
the productive power of the individual. 
This has not, however, resulted in. less- 
ening the demand for workers: "What 
it has done is to increase irregularity of 
employment 
Some of the contractors 


and workers even say that work is 50 
per cent less steady than it was live 
years ago, and all those best qualified 
to speak upon the subject agree that 
conditions have changed very much for 
the worse in this respect within ten 
years. Numbers of workers can hope 
for employment only at times of great 
activity -when, orders are rushed through 
at lightening speed, being discharged 
when the order is filled.

JOSEPH PULITZER. 


The deputation was Introduced by 


Passmore Edwards, and Included dele- 
gates from the l~eace society, the Inter- 
rational Arbitration and Peace asso- 
ciation, the International Arbitration 
league, the peace committee of the So- 
ciety nf Friends and the Dublin Peace 
society. A vellum engrossed address, 
which was presented to Mr.Pulitzer, and 
Tvhlch was read, says: 


"U'e desire, on behalf of all who wish 


tn see knit more firmly the ties o£ his- 
tory and kinship between the two t'reat 
branches o£ the English-speaking race, 
to proffer you hearty thanks for the 
prompt efforts made by you and thf 
thorough, great Journal you direct to- 
•warcl that noble object, and to con- 
gratulate you on the 
Immense 
and 


gratifying" success resulting from that 
beneficent exemplification of the marvel- 
lous facilities* of modern journalism In 
the dark days of last December. Your 
prompt intervention evoked from the 
bust, wisest and most Influential per- 
sons of the day so united and emphatic 
a protest, that the counsels of modera- 
tion and sanity were enabled to exert 
their rightful sway over true public 
sentiment. 


The address alludes to the present ap- 


parent pause In the negotiations over 
the Venezuelan question, and hopes to 
see fresh evidence that the parties are 
likely to arrive at a settlement. 
It 


dwells at length upon the desire of both 
ijatlons for permanent arbitration, and 
closes with a renewed tribute to llr. Pu- 
litzer. 


The reading of the address was much 


applauded, and a number of speeches 
followed, after which Mr. Pulitzer hlm- 
solt came forward to reply, and was 
greeted with loud applause. 
He said: 


"1 am deeply touched, and am. unfortu- 
nately, an invalid, and under the doctor's 
crder, but I ask permission that my re- 
sponse may be read by a young Ameri- 
can fvlend. my son."

I am deeply sensible of the i^reat 


compliment of your 
presence.

itel you come to do honor to principle, 
and not to a person. It Is a natural 
desire with men of earnest conviction 
to find expression for that conviction. 
I know of no purely moral sentiment 
tha: has been advanced In England 
since the abolition ot slavery that ap- 
peals so strongly to the mind and heart 
as this Idea o£ substituting civilized 
methods of peace and reason for barbar- 
ism E.nd needless war. 
It Is encourag- 


ing to feel that there are men In the 
•world like thos^ constituting your vari- 
ous peace and arbitration organizations; 
who labor for the public good asid a 
liigh ideal. 
TVe beyond the Atlantic 


have watched, with admiration, your 
devoted enthusiasm, often under dls- 
courasc-ment, and not seldom in the face 
of misapprehension. I congratulate you 
upon the .fruit of your labors In the 
progress of this sentiment. In America' 
there is not. or at. least recently 'there 
was not. a single organized society such 
as yours. 
But this Is not because the 


.American people are opposed to the 
principle you represented. Just the re- 
verse, at Is because all of the people In 
the United States, regardless of parties 
and sections, are In lavor of arbitration, 
and, as It were, from one national arbi- 
tration soclety,'\vhlc.h has grown from a 
membership of 7.000,000 that It hail when 
arbitration was provided for in the 
treaty of Ghent. tO'JO.OOO.OOO today. It is 
crowing at the rate of over 1,000,000 a 
jear, and ivill number over 100,000.000 In 
JO years. 


True Americanism means arbitration. 


If the great republic across the sea 
stands for anything, It stands for the 
reign of reason as opposed to the reign 
ol force: for argument, peaceful dis- 
cussion and lawful adjustment, as op- 
posed to passion and war. 
t 
America. Is proud ot the fact that arbi- 
tration Is an American idea. Even our 
Jingoes all were and are for arbitra- 
tion, and the dark cloud that recently 
passed over .America was only made 
possible by an unfortunate refusal of 
arbitration. 


It was a r.oble idea that stirred the 


American 'people, even .though that 
Idea ivas based upon a mistaken con- 
ception of tact. The spirit of protest was 
called out by a natural sympathy with 
the under dog, iis we say; with the weak 
against the strong, and not by any per- 
sonal feeling for Venezuela, with which 
country Americans have hardly any- 
thing In common. It was produced by 
the regard of .OUT people for the very 
tppearance of justice, though the sub- 
stance Itself were not there, and by their 
determination to protect American. Ideas 
against foreign Intrusion even outside 
our boundary line. • In the mind of every 
the cfttrKhed ilonroa dactrioa 


stands almost aide by Bide with the con- 
Etitullon and the declaration o£ Inde- 
pendence, and If, from their great de- 
votion to that doctrine, which, in an. im- 
pulsive enthusiasm they thought was 
beloved, Americana espoused the Vene- 
zuelan cause, is that not more creditable 
to them than If they had acted from 
mere persomU sympathy?"

For It is not pleasant to both 
criticize the government and offend the 
people In free countries, where popular 
opinion Is always the force behind the 
government. Where the opinion Is sub- 
ject to Impulses, often from an excessive 
enthusiasm, the responsibility of the 
press becomes most grave. It Is its duty 
to interpret the right, 
to 
expose the 


wrong-, to teach the moral, to advocate 
the true and to oppose the false, con- 
stantly and conscientiously, Judicially 
arid 
fearlessly. 
Without 
sacrificing 


conscience to the natural desire of 
plaudits and popularity, It muse attack 
error, whether emanating from the cab- 
inet or from the people themselves. It 
must do Its duty against that false and 
perverted patriotism called Jingoism. 


True patriotism, true Americanism,

most .cortain Imprisonment^ torture and j 
death to those terrible truths before Eu- 
ropean and Turkish consuls and comrcls- 
sicns were deserted by "the great powers" 
and left defenseless to be Imprisoned, tor- 
tured and put to death by every doylllsh 
device which demons Incarnate oould con- 
trive, while the "Christian" nations look- 
ed on In criminal acquiescence, reading tha 
'bloodiest, blackest record that has over 
blotted the pages of human history, in 
guilty silence, when the guns on the great-

Truly no pencil aould picture, no pen

In the inldst of tho maddest maelstrom 


of death and destruction that has ever 
darkened the ages, as Mohammedan du- 
monlaos, with their wild delirium of devil- 
ish delight, In obedience to orders of tho 
sultuu seemed determined to exterminate 
the Christians of Snssoun, this scene ao- 
curred, as sworn to by eye witnesses—It 
being but one of Innumerable Instances of 
the like which glveR us a glimpse of that 
awful carnival of hellish cruelty. 


Death Their Only Deliverance. 


But this was better than Uohamrasdan 


captivity for Christian women wfaloh Is 
and has been the common lob of beautiful 
Armenian girls and women for ages past, 
when a Kurd or Turk could take them 
alive. 


One band of bravo women, worthy of 


tho admiration of the whole world, had. 
defended their little ones, their lives and 
their honor, day and night till over- 
whelmed by numbers, whoa, with their 
babes upon tholr backs and their children 
by their sides In the fight, finding them- 
selves surrounded, cut off from a]l possible 
chance of escape, they followed their hero- 
ic leader as sbo pluaged over a precicipico 
wich her babo In.her arms, to be dashed to 
death. 


^llently the children followed their 


mothers liko Iambs to the slaughter, till 
the deep ravine was so filled with the dy- 
ing nnd Lhe dead that tho last to leap foil 
unhurs upon tho living and lifeless forms 
beneath them. 


About 150 women and children were 


taken alive, but they bora their torture 
bravely, aud no amount of agony could 
compel them to deny thoir faith or betray 
their friends, faithful through untold tor- 
ture and agony, even unto death. 
"I bet you 10 tshlroks I can cut clean 


through the necks of four Christian pup- 
pies at one stroke of my scimitar/1 cried 
one soldier. 


"Done," shouted a crowd of Turkish 


regulars as thoy snatched four tender chil- 
dren from tho arms of their frantic moth- 
ers and bound them amid heart rending 
sorenms, one nook above another. 


The brave Turk who had made the bet 


touched the neck of tho nearasc babo with 
his Btaol to measure his stroko. His bright 
scimitar flashed for an Instant above them, 
then four llttlo lifeless forms quivered In 
the blood stained dust before thalr moth- 
ers' eyes, to whom sirth a death itself 
would hnve been most unspeakably more 
merciful than such an agonizing sight. 


Turkish soldiers took delight in placing 


long lines of Christian children In Hies to 
be fired at as targets, to seu how many lit- 
tle helpless, homeless, hungry Innocents 
they oouldkill or wound, or cripple for life 
with one cruel shot, while others were torn 
apart by their limbs, aud others had thoir 
jaws wrenched asunder, and still others 
were held up by thoir halrtobeuecnpkated 
or deformed for Ufa, before thoir broken 
hearted mothers. 


llany women with babes unborn were 


ripped open and their babies carried about 
upon spear points In sport. 


The Unalterable Shame. 


In one village about 60 young brides, 


with the most beautiful girls, were crowd- 
ed Into their Christian, church and kept 
there for days to satlatu the lust of their 
tormentors, till they wore dona to death, 
and their bloud streamed from tha door- 
way 111 to the street. 


In another the most attractive women o! 


ths pluco wore promised to be spnred 11 
they would dony their faith; but, pointing 
to the ueiid boflles ol their fathers, hus- 
bands and brothers before them, thuy re- 
plied: 
" Why should we deny Christ? 
We. are 


no better than theyl Kill us too.". 


So they shared the same shameful fate 


of thousands of Christian women and girls 
uf Armenia. 


Thoir natural defenders having been 


Ireacherously disarmed by the imperial 
government in preparation for this whole- 
lale 
robbery, 
outrage and slaughter, 


Christian women aud children were hunt- 
ed llko wild bouses, after the loss of their 
fathers, husbands and brothers, to be 
turned over by thousands in obedience to 
Imperial orders, to servo the brutal lust of 
their Mohammedan persecutors till these 
were tired of them, when those who had 
lurvlvod wero hnuked to death by swords 
and bayonets or left to linger and die. 


Bauds of hundreds of starving, nearly 


onkod, terrorized women, whosehusbands, 
fothors and brothers had boon imprisoned

Ono'wltness testified to seelng'n Turkish 


officer bind an ngud Armenian hoad down- 
ward, then slowly cut him through with 
an aio, while from the same hiding placo 
be saw. soldiers torturing two priests, one 
of whom was hia own father. After falling 
TO force them to deny their faith they 
'gouged out their eyes, then compelled 
them to dance while they beat and gashed 
them brutally, and after death the body o! 
one was found with neither oyes, nose, 
ears, lips nor skin left upon bis'head. 


Long trenches were dug, and hundreds 


of wounded, dying and dead were Dung In 
together to get them out of the way; but, 
drbadful as such burial alive must be, it 
was a meroy compared to a Turkish prison. 


The most horrible death Imaginable

Piteous moans of mangled beings with 


shattered arms and broken legs and bruised 
and blooding bodies, agonizing groans 
and shrieks of tho tortured who refuse to 
renounce their faith or betray thoir friends 
to the same Infernal fury, the demoniacal 
laughter of the dull eyed bestial Turks tor- 
menting some Christian boy or girl, tho 
dying delirium of eomo fever racked suf- 
ferer nnd tho expiring gasp of somo poi- 
soned prisoner convulsed in death are com- 
mon occurrences.. 


Sentry boxes are lined with sharp spikes

From Official Report. 


The body was bound in the shape of a 


living oro§s and so cruelly tortured that 
the vlctrlm tried to bent hia brains out 
against tho pillar to which he was tied, 
bud was prevented. Being commanded re- 
peatedly to betray his fellows and renounce 
his faith, ho replied: 


"I cannot defile my soul with the blood 


of Innocent people. I am a Christian I" 
Then pincers were brought to tear out his 
teeth. Amid roars of merriment his mus- 
tache was plucked out one hair at a Dime. 
A rodhot Iron was then hold against tho 
palms of his hands and applied to Ills 
brnnst, back, face, feet and othor parts. 


Then they forced, bis mouth open and 


burned his tongue with red hoo pincers. 
When he fainted, he was revived, but re- 
mained firm and refused to recant or In- 
criroinace the Innocent. When the women 
anil children tried to fly for help, they weru 
crushed baok and compelled to hear his 
hcurt rending cries till thoy falntod, terri- 
fied, but this was only a case on 'record be- 
fore the massacres began In the village of 
Somal during the regular condition of af- 
fairs, under full official control. 


This case \e contained In an official re- 


port of tho British vice consul of .Erzeroum, 
copies of which are kept by tho diplomatic 
representatives of the powers as Constan- 
tinoplej and occurred in ordinary times be- 
foro the gruat massacres began, because 
this man would neicher renounce his faith 
nor falsely accuse other Christians of con- 
spiracy.

Too Terrible to Tell. 


The commingling of cries of exquisite 


anguish and roars of devilish laughter, the 
sinking of the vilest songs of debauchery, 
drowning out the death groans and pray- 
ers of the victims of these awful orgies, 
tho pestilential stenoh, the put-rid filth of 
reeking offal and living vermin, the pol- 
luted watnr and poisonous air. the fiorr 
fever aud foul Infection, the loathcsomo 
diseases of lustful outrages, more dreadful 
than leprosy, the delirious ravings of liv- 
ing and dying victims, rendered maniacs 
by unmentionable crimes. 


Here wo must stop with tho hope that 


tho English language may never bo defiled 
with descriptions of such vilonesses, and 
that the Christian women and children of 
the world may never know or oven dream 
of them. But wholesale Imprisonments 
aud massacres may be more merciful than 
the "normal condition," oC affairs for iho 
Christians of Armenia, as massacres unre- 
mitling must exhaust themselves, while 
their constant persecutions nro continuous. 


Unremitting robbery, ceaseless outrage,

choose, "what tho literal rendering is. 
In cases where a very peculiar idiom 
made it necessary to make any greater 
changes, the literal, rendering of the 
Hebrew or Greek is given in the margin, 
in which, be it observed, tho arrange- 
ment nscd in the text is reversed, and 
italics are nsed for those words •which 
literally occur in tho original Roman 
letters for those which tho translators 
;tre obliged to supply. In two passages, 
however, the translators of onr author- 
ized version have nsed italics for an en- 
tirely different purpose. These are St. 
John viii, G, "As though he heard them 
not," and the first epistle of St John 
ii, 23, "lie that acknowledged the Son 
hath the Father also. " In these pas- 
sages the italics are used to show that 
the words are of doubtful manuscript 
iinthority — a fact which the translators 
occasionally noted 'in the margin, but ol 
which they generally took no notice.

Nothing that is %vet should be thrown 
upon him, and if his clothes are wet 
tlie hands should not be put in contact 
with them.

Kiiiy Otto of Bavarm hns boon Ineane 


since Ms access'.on to the throne ten years 
HBO. 
His mania Is sometimes homicidal 


nnd nc other momenta Is analogous to that 
with which Nebuchadnezzar svas nfflietcd 
—an insanity which scientists call raathe- 
sls. 


King Otto Is not the only royal poraon- 


ngo of modern liinos who has slain one or 
more of his fcllow creatures. A giant In 
stature nnd physical strength, King Otto 
lins tilrcnuy killed ifc.-co of his nuocdants 
ut tlio cnatlo of Furstonrid, where ho Is 
confined, and injured for life several oth- 
ers by hurling heavy articles of furniture 
at their heads in his moments of frflnzv. 


The only timowhon iho mod king is not 


dangerous ia whoa JIntliesis possesses him 
oud lends him to bollevo tbot he is n hog 
or else n stork. 
When thus possessed, ho 


roams about thopnlnca on nil fours, grunt- 
ing likcnhognnd "rooting" wicli his Jiead 
under the furniture. 
Imagining himself 


u aturk, he devotes days lo the collection 
uf twigs, sticks and straws^ vhlch ho nr- 
niEKed like ;L start's nest in tliu center a' 
which ho solemnly stands, first on ouo lo£ 
aml limn on tho oilier, flapping the tails of 
his luny black frock ccar, which ho Invari- 
ably wear.-; when ho does not- altogether 
dispense with ciuihes, like tho wings of a 
stork. 


King Otto, too, has a crazo for matches. 


Yr nun ho is sono enough to smoke, ho con- 
sumed an inordinate quantity of cigarettes. 
For each cigarette ho uses an entire boi of 
matnhes, taking an Imbocilo pleasure in 
suolng the box Daro up. Tho floors of the 
palace when ho smoke.-; oro litterod with 
thousands upon 
thousands ot burned 


matches. 
The greatest caro Is observed to prevent 


him from setting tiro to the unlace, pioenu- 
tions renderqd difficult by his habit of 
flinging the first thing he lays his hand on 
at nay person who annoyahim. 
Canduln- 


bras, lamps, heavy Inkstands, statuettes, 
busts and hravy choirs and armchairs servo 
the mad plant as missiles. The minors 
with which tho palace Is adorned arc con- 
stantly being removed, as Otto takes ruis- 
clilevous delight in smashing them. 


For weeks sometimes ho eats nothing. 


and food Is forced down his throat. 
At 


other times he gorges voraciously and nn- 
couthly, especially when ho fancies himself 
a porker. The king's attendants are the 
ei-Doncommlssloned' army officers, and 
they rotaln unimpaired their devotion and 
respect for their afflicted monarch even 
after they have seen him on all Tours sim- 
ulating tho uncouth and unclean habits of 
a pig. 
When Otto fancies himself a Btork ho 


struts storfcllto about the piilace gardens, 
looking for frogs, goropiug tho gravel with 
his foot like the bird ho Imagines himself 
to be. fle frequently wades, fully clothed, 
into the park lake In search of frogs, and 
the gardeners are under strict orders to 
J-eep all frogs out of tho way. But every 
E'DW and then the poor king stork catches 
one and devours it with great relish. 


His attendants find it difficult to keep 


bim presentable, lor the giant madman !• 
si> powerful- that'elehc or ten-men are 


needed to cubdue him when ha becomes 
unruly. 


No one Is permitted to loiter In the 


neighborhood of Lho palace of Furstenrlod, 
which Is surrounded with lofty walls, a 
precaution duo iiot only to the fear that 
tho king may Injure or kill any passing 
stranger, but to the apprehension that an 
attempt might bo madoto rescue his uinjos- 
ty. The loyal peasantry of Bavaria believe 
that their ilnp is not mad, but Is kept 
locked up In deference to the wishes of tho 
abhorred Prussians—a victim of the malig- 
nant designs of Prince Bismarck and of 
Emperor William. 


Only once lias King Otto left Fursten- 


ried since his brother's tragic death ten 
years ago. Ho scaled the wall one day and 
escaped unobserved, making his way, un- 
recognized, to Munich, about nn hour dis- 
tant. There he entered the cathedral dur- 
ing divine service (It was on n Sunday), 
strode straight up to tho high altar, before 
which ho throw himself prostrate. 
Then, 


raising himself on his knees, ho lifted up 
his hands and pathetically besought the 
Almighty to pity poor, demented King Ot- 
to and lu hla mercy restore to him ills rea- 
son. 


It was an Indescribably pnthotlo soene. 


YVomon and men wepc aloud. Tho rector, 
a venerable ecclesiastl'1, with snow whits 
hair, approached the king, knelt down be- 
side him and prayed with him, then soothed 
him with comforting words and finally led 
him quietly Into tl'.o vestry, whence he was 
removed in a court carriage by his medical 
attendants, who had boon sent for In all 
haste. 


King Otto's older brother and predeces- 


sor, King Louis II, killed a couplo uf men 
during his reiyn, one In a flt of fury, the 
other by accident, -while ho drowned a 
third, his medical attendant, himself suc- 
cumbing at the snme time. The king had 
boon placed under restraint as a lunatic, 
but In lucid Intervals realized his condi- 
tion. 
Ho attributed his irksome restraint 


to hia physiolnu, and ut the first opportun- 
ity lie deliberately drowned tho unfor- 
tunate man, himself, dying of a fit while 
in th" woi»r.—is'ew York World.

The opinion gains ground 
that more active business is to be ex- 
pected after the convention's have been 
held, and the safety and sufficiency of 
crops have been assured. 


Decline In wheat and cotton has helped 


marketing the surplus, so that exports 
have been more liberal from Atlantic 
ports. Estimates entitled to most con- 
fidence point to a probable yield of 500.- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, which, with the 
stock carried over, will clear away any 
danger of oppressive charges for bread- 
stuffs, at tht same time giving producers 
a fair return. . 


The boot and shoe industry is still the 


most active, shipping from the east In 
number of cases more than in any? 
previous year at this season, and the\ 
factories are still well employed, al- 
though new orders have much dimin- 
ished. Hides halt with heavy western 
receipts, and yet are slightly higher £.t, 
Chicago. 


One problem of the day Is whether 


iron and steel prices car. be maintained, 
as they have been during the past|week. 
The textile manufactures are waiting, 
with some cotton goods reduced still fur- 
ther In price, and ginghams to the low- 
est point ever known, while no Increase 
appears In the demand.

Clay worsteds and mixtures] 
fancy cashmeres and fancy worsteds 
are a shade lower, the average of repre- 
sentative prices being 23.4 per cent lower 
than in the spring of 1S90, against 27.37 
a month ago.

Peter J. Brady \vas born Oct. 20, 1801,

the early age of eighteen months he was 
left an orphan by th'e douth of his fatner. 
He attended the public schools till he was 
twelve years of age, when he fouud «in- 
ployrueut'iii Clark's machine shop, after- 
wards working in the Middlesex, Curpet 
and Bleachery mills. 
Leaving the latter

place he accepted a position as clerk 
for 


the grocery firm of Julius Stilus & Co.. 
and alter a short term of service he was 
appointed their foreman. 
Having served 


in this capacity with the firmfor six years 
he branched out into business on his own 
account. 


The number of societies of which Mr. 


Brajiy is a member is very large, among 
them being the Elks, Foresters, Knights 
of Columbus and "Big 12." 
In addition 


to the foregoing hs is also an honorary 
member.of Pos: 1S6 and of several military 
companies. 


Mr. Brady is a bachelor living with his 


mother.'in -the->old home, in which the 
Brndy family have lired for upwards of 
half a century. 


Mr. Brady's first entrance into politics 


was in the Jail of '82 at a time when he 
had scarcely.attained his majority. 
He 


was a candidate for the council nomina- 
tion and although the party leaders In 
ward three tried to frighten him. out of the 
flght by telling him that he would "be 
badly beaten and had better wait until he 
was older," they did not succeed in"scar- 
ing the young man to any great extent, 
for ha continued to buck the machine and 
at the caucus received the highest vote 
of any candidate. -He was renomtnated 
and 
re-elected,, receiving the highest 


vote both at the caucus and at the polls 
of any candidate on 
the 
democratic 


ticket. His two years ot service in the 
commou council were of such a satis- 
factory nature to his constituents that in 
the campaign of 'Si they sent him to tho 
legislature. He received the regular dem- 
ocratic nomination for the two following 
years: something unprecedented in the 
history of tho party in his ward, but 
which is strong proof of Mr. Brady's im- 
mense popularity with the voters of his 
party in his own ward. In the year of '88 
ilr. Brady was elected for a fourth term. 
In 1S92 Mr. Brady was nominated for sen- 
ator by the democrats, but was defeated 
by Hon. Frederick Lawton by a very 
.slight margin. In 1893 honors were re- 
versed by the same nominees and it was 
Senator Brady. 'In 1S94 Hon. Ether 3. 
Foss defeated Mr. Brady. Since thn- 
time ilr. Brady has held no public of- 
fice. 


While in the legislature ilr. Brady ac- 


quired a lasting popularity among his as- 
sociates being always genial, jolly and 
above all a man of his word. He is pos- 
sessed of great executive ability, a fact 
which makes him a power in politics, 
or any movement in which he embarks. 
Although he does not often make a speech 
he can convince and persuade by his 
straight forward matter of fact way of 
putting things "in a nut shell," as it were. 


Successful in business as a grocer, he is 


widely known as.a staunch friend, a true 
gentleman and a model citizen. 


There is no doubt whatever as to Mr. 


Brady's eminent fitness for the plaoe. It 
would be difficult for Jfayor Courtney to 
select a successor to 3Ir. Smith who would 
be more generally acceptable. This ap- 
pointment effectually silences,the charge 
that Hi3 Honor had been of Lite forgetful 
of his friends.

Tho 
results of tho inquiry clearly show that 
nonemploymont fluctuates in amount 
from month to month and year to year 
and in certain phases ia nn increasing 
evil. Tho problem must bo looked upon 
as a permanent one, and one that can 
only bo attacked by slow and patient 
methods. The evidence is clear that oven 
in average times thcro is an amount of 
nonemployment which causes suffering. 
Ol interest in this connection is the list 
in on appendix of extracts from Massa- 
chusetts newspapers published between 
1836 
and I860. Our industrial system 


was far leas developed then than it now 
is, bnt this evidence makes it plain that 
thcro was evon in those days from time 
to time n considerable amount of non- 
eroploymcojt. 


The board mode a special investiga- 


tion Into a few typical trades, record 
boing had particularly to those in which 
tho complaints of acute distress were 
tho greate.-it at the time of the inquiry. 
These are the garment making trade, 
tdo printing trades, the building trades, 
tho leather industry, tho boot and shoo 


• industry, the metal working trades, wo- 


men operatives in the cotton industry, 
woman operatives in the woolen indus- 
try. 
-. 


Tho garment making trade In Bosto. 


has undergone marked changes within 
tUo last ten years. Some of these changes 
have a direct bearing upon the question 
of nonemployment. Tho most notable 
aro in connection with garment making, 
pure and simple—the manufacturo oi 
ready made coats, vests and trousers. 
This and dresimaking aro the most im- 
portant branches of the trade in Boston. 
Tho report says that till about 16 years 
ngo garment making in that city was a 
good trade to follow, work being fairly 
steady, wages pretty good, the hours not 
•unduly long and the ranks of the work- 
ers not overcrowded. The contract sys- 
tem was hardly known, and the work, 
except cutting and trimming, was al- 
most entirely in tho hands of English 
speaking women. Now all this is re- 


, versed. Work is more irrepular, and 


wage?, aro low. A great deal of the work 
ia sent out of the city, mainly to New 
York, and tho workers are not only for- 
eigners, mostly German, Russian and 
Polish Jews, but, singularly in contrast 
with tho usual complaint that the wo- 
men havo crowded out the men in the 
struggle in some particular industry, 
about two-thirds of the garment makers 
are men, and their proportionate num. 
ber is rupidly increasing. Here is a 
trade offering the remarkable phenome- 
non of women workers displaced by 
men. 


Immigration, the introduction of new 


machinery find a general change in the 
business methods of the trade lire the 
main causes uniting to bring this about. 
Immigration has had perhaps tho most 
influence. Tho first effect of the arrival 
of the foreign Jewish clement was tho 
development of tho contract system, the 
lowering of wages and lengthening of 
hours 
The) lower standard of living of 


tbeso newcomers had its usual effect in 
forcing out the women in the better 
paid branches. 
Some of the new ma- 


chinery was too heavy for women to 
operate. Race feeling has also somo 
thing to do with the disappearance of 
women in this brauch of garment mak- 
ing. The preference of the contractors, 
most of whom, are Hebrews, is for men 
of their own race. 
The fact that, until 


within a short time, women havo not 
been organized has had somo effect, 
since the men, who ore nearly all union 
members, hare felt at liberty to work 
against them as they would against any 
other nonnnionists. 


There is, however, one curious excep- 


tion to the rule that men are displacing 
women. Vestmaking in Boston is still 
almost entirely in the hands of women 
and of Americans or Irish Americans. 
Ono reason assigned for this is that the 
work was so ranch parceled out that it 
rather escaped the attention of the for- 
eigners at first. Another is that when 
these newcomers arrived vestmaking 
•was considered very poorly paid work. 


Tie new machinery introduced into 


thejcarment trade enormously increases 
the productive power of the individual.' 
This has not, however, resulted in less- 
ening- tho demand for workers. 
What 


it has done is to increase irrcfralarity of 
employment 
Some of the contractors 


and workers ' even say that work is CO 
per cent less steady than, it was five 
years ago, and all those best qualified 
to speak upon tho subject agree that 
conditions have changed very much for 
the worse in rhia respect witliiu ten 
years. Numbers of workers can hope 
for employment only at times of great 
activity when orders are rushed through 
at lightening speed, being discharged 
•when the.order is filled. Between these

This tendency to "rush" 


orders is by no means confined to the 
garment trade. It has become a feature 
of the boot and shoe industry, in which j 
this characteristic of our industrial sys 
tern is growing more and more marked 
The report also rcfeirs to increasing un 
steadiness of employment in the woolen 
industry, the lust upon the list invest! 
gated. As to the cotton workers tho 
report says: "An invention ia now be- 
ing tested which will, it is claimed, af- 
fect tho cotton workers more seriously 
than any change made within a gener- 
ation past. This is the Draper loom. At 
present one weaver manages seven 
looms. 
With the Draper loom it is 


claimed that one operative con manage 
20, and the productive capacity of each 
loom will be greater than under the 
present system. 
Since at present very 


nearly one-half the cotton workers are 
weavers, and since the introduction wil 
displace at least two-thirds of tho num- 
ber, its influence in causing nonemploy- 
ment among the weavers will neces- 
sarily bo very great. 


Throughout all this part of the report 


we find constant reference'-to the modi- 
fications and tho violent displacements 
going on in various branches of indus- 
trial production. The board appears to 
have made a very earnest and sincere 
effort to inquire into the causes of theso 
disturbances, which are affecting n con- 
stantly increasing number of workers. 
These pages clearly show that there are 
many contributing influences. For in- 
stance, of the boot and shoo industry, in 
point of value of the annual product 
tho first, and in point of persons employ- 
ed tho second of tho industries of tho 
commonwealth, tho report says that, 
while this state had for many years well 
nigh shod the whole country, there aro 
those who believe that tho west, with 
natural resources in many ways superi- 
or, will eventually deprive Massachu- 
setts of her pre-eminence as the shoe 
producing state of the Union. This is 
one explanation of the general "ten- 
dency downward" iu the boot and shoo 
trade at the tn'me the investigation was 
made. 


The Draper loom, above mentioned, 


is spoken of more with reference to tha 
future than to the present, but of the 
woolen industry wo find this statement: 
"There seems no doubt that from the 
standpoint of the operatives tho woolen 
trade is in a less satisfactory condition 
than it was ten years ago, but whether 
this is merely a passing effect of the re- 
cent hard times, or whether the business 
is really undergoing a permanent modi- 
fication, ia uncertain." 


In the printing trade it is distinctly 


the 
introduction of new machinery 


which lias created a revolution in the 
work of compositors. At the end of the 
year 1894 many of the men unexpected- 
ly flung out by this alteration in their 
trade wero reported to bo-still out of 
employment, seeming to be unable to 
realize, the change and apparently hop- 
ing for the re-establishment of the old 
system. 


Of the boot and shoo trade the report 


says: "It would probably be safe to say 
tliat the introduction and ever increasing

Hands thrown entirely out of work by 
these changes have been to some extent 
reabsorbed into tho industrial system 
by increased production in the trade, 
but not entirely BO. There is, however, 
says the report, 'la general feeling: 
among rn;uinfacturers and thoughtful i 
employees that the industry may adjust 
itself to its new conditions." 


Tho facts upon which, this articlo 


dwells have become noticeable features 
in the trades investigated by the board 
only within the last 10 or 15 years. Tho 
roots from which this Cno outgrowth of 
social disturbance has sprouted perhaps 
lie hidden in the period before the war, 
thnt period described in the old news- 
paper extracts of which the report gives 
snch a number. Perhaps we must search 
for them still further back in this or in 
the last century. At any rate, the fact 
that a board should bo appointed to in- 
vestigate the condition of the unem- 
ployed is in itself significant.

The United States has substantial 


reason;) Tor moving slowly In tht recog- 
nition vl the French conquest of the 
country. In such cases.our general policy 
has b'j^n to avoid any consideration ot 
the moral or political aspects of the 
ctiMisje about to be made. If they do not 
directly affect our own country, but to 
Insist that the government that assumes 
control of the conquered or acquired 
territory shall assume and faithfully 
discharge all obligations toward our- 
stflvt.-s that were chargeable to the orig- 
inal tfovernmeat with which we have 
made treaties. 
Probably we should 


make no departure frcrn this policy In 
thv case of Madagascar, though one 
ui'L'ect of an adherence to this Iflfea, which 
::i y. generally recognized principle of In- 
ternational law. would be to raise speed- 
ily a question as to the soundness of the 
\. iiller concession. 


Another point of even more impor- 


tiuiL-L- than this 'of private concessions, 
however, Is the matter of tariff duties 
i'n Imports from the United States. At 
present, under the treaty of 1881 with the 
1-iovas, Imports from the United States 
and exports to the same should not be 
taxed to exceed 10 per cent. This is an. 
obligation that our government would 
i-xuect France to assume If she were to 
iiiinex the Island, but from what Is un- 
officially known here Or the French pro- 
g-ram she is very much indisposed to do 
so. It Is understood that Instead, she 
\.vould not only Increase the import 
duties on goods entering Madagascar, 
but by excepting the French merchants 
from these duties entirely, would dis- 
criminate Injuriously against the Ameri- 
can and British merchants whd have 
been doing the bulk of the business here- 
tofore. Already our state department 
has called upon the French government 
for a statement of Its intentions In this 
respect, but no response has yet been 
made, and the British appear to be about 
to assume a position corresponding to 
our own respecting this matter. 


CUnoJicd the Matter. 


Paris, June . — The foreign affairs com- 


mittee of the charnber of deputies has 
unanimously approved the bill making 
Madagascar a trench colony. The com- 
mittee was addressed by M. Hanotaux, 
minister of foreign affairs, who stated 
that the United States government. In a 
r.rm and clear dispatch, had insisted 
upon the necessity of a categorical 
declaration regarding tho annexation. 
M. Hanotaux added that the govern- 
ment of Great Britain had also urged 
that the treaties between Madagascar 
and foreign powers existed until the an- 
nexation. of that island was proclaimed 
by France. 


England's Interests. 


London, June 6. — Under Secretary<oC 


.fitate Curzon, in the house of commons, 
yesterday, replying to a question as to 
•whether Great Britain and the United 
States would assent. In view of the Isl- 
and's conversion Into a French colony, 
to end their engagements with Mada- 
gascar, said the matter was receiving 
the attentive consideration of the gov- 
ernment, and tha latter expected shortly 
to receive the views of the United States 
on the subject. 


A South African Sport'i Offer. 


New York, June 6.— J. H. Hlldebrandt 


of Johannesburg, South Africa, cabled 
that he would match Peter Jacltson 
uxainst Corbett for $-10,000, loser to re- 
ceive $10,009, fight to take place in Eng- 
land, America or South Africa. Billy 
Brady accepted the offer on Corbett's 
behalf, but Jackson refused, giving no 
reason for so doing. Hlldebrandt then 
offered to match Denver Ed Smith 
against Jackson, for $10,000. This, Jack- 
eon also refused, and Hlldebrandt then 
matched Joe Goddard against Steve 
O'Donnell for $5000 a side, to fight in 
Johannesburg 1° October. 


Duel May Yet Gome Off. 


Madrid, June 6.— The Campos-Borrero 


affair continues the sensation of the 
hour. It le believed that the duel will 
yet occur on the earliest possible occa- 
sion. General Borrero accused Marshal 
Campos of systematically preventing 
promotion In the army. 
He asserted 
that Marshal Campos for the past 20 
years had been the irresponsible arbi- 
trator of Spanish politics, and had be- 
come a sort of mentor to royalty. Mar- 
shal Campos, he said, further, despite 
the Cuban check, still claims a prepon- 
dwlng Influence in politics. 


An Encouraging Report. 


New York. June S.— The national Ar-

most o£ the day was spent In waiting 
fui- conference agreements on appro- 
priation blllB. llr. Morgan urged the 
adoption of his resolution, calling on the 
president for information regarding the 
American taken on the Competitor and 
under sentence of death at Habana. The 
senator asserted that flie president's 
Inaction was a violation of law. Mr. 
Morgan declared that congress should 
not adjourn without authorizing the 
president to send warships to Cuba, to 
demand the release of the American 
1'rlsoners.

After a brief period of filibuster- 
ing the Immigration bill was made the 
unfinished business of the senate, al- 
though the debate on It was not begun. 
The question of electing senators by the 
people was discussed by Senators Mitch- 
ell, Perkins and Chandler, Palmer and 
Hawley. Mr. Palmer took occasion to 
savagely denounce machine rule In 
politics, particularly In his own state of 
Illinois, and to express his opposition to 
the defiance of the "machine." 


The house unseated two more Demo- 


crats—Mr. Lockhart. from the Seventh 
North Carolina district, and Mr. Down- 
ing. from the Sixteenth Illinois district, 
and seated In the place of the former, 
Mr. Martin, a Populist, and In place of 
the latter, Mr. Rlnaker, a Republican. 
Mr. Downing was the only Democrat 
from Illinois... A good deal of partisan 
feeling was aroused among the Demo- 
crats by the rulings of Mr. Payne (Rep.

London, June 6.—Ar.rfther Interna- 


tional dlfflculty has arisen, and although 
it may not bo quite so serious as the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute, or the 
Cuban question, it has already thrown 
another wet blanket over England, and 
is believed to have been the cause of 
Howard Gould's 20-rater Niagara not 
starting In the race for the smaller craft 
on the program of the Royal Yacht 
club's regatta Thursday, when the Me- 
teor, Emperor William's yacht, won her 
maiden race. 


In brief, there is no doubt that Eng- 


lish yachtsmen felt sore over the re- 
peated victories OL' the Niagara last year, 
and, although she has had very bad luck 
this season, the bad humor has rankled 
until it has assumed the proportions of 
a dangerous sore, which had to be cut 
out or cured. All the trouble was really 
caused by the clever manner in which 
the Niagara has given her British com- 
petitor her stern to look at in most races 
In which she has contested. 


One man had it that she had some 


mysterious hidden power within her 
vitals, and another opined that she had 
v/heels, somewhere, to which Captain 
Barr, her skipper, significantly pointed 
to the British yachtsman's head, and in- 
timated that he knew where these 
wheels were located. 


Still another aquatic expert had It that 


Niagara was using shifting, water bal- 
last, and this was finally settled upon as 
being the real reason foi- her success in 
the races she won, no mention being 
made of the cause of her losing the 
events she was not successful In. 


Eventually, complaint was made to 


the yacht racing association, and the fol- 
lowing letter was sent by that organiza- 
tion, dated May 27. to Howard Gould: 


"A report has been made to the coun- 


cil of the Yacht Racing association that 
your' yacht, the Niagara, Is fitted 
with a. watertank under the seat on 
each side of the cabin, and that these 
tanks are connected by a. pipe, so as to 
make It possible, by merely turning a 
cock, to run water from one tank into 
the other, and thus use them as shift- 
ing, water ballast, which might be ad- 
vantageous In certain casts. 
Three 


members of the council were, conse- 
quently, requested to Inspect the tanks, 
which they did Immediately after the 
race of the Royal Thames Yacht club, 
on May 23, and In your absence were af- 
forded every facility by Captain Barr. 
The members of the council do not wish 
to convey any Idea on their part that 
the tanks were used for the purpose in- 
dicated. On the contrary, their Impres- 
sion Is the other way. But I am request- 
ed to suggest, in order to place the mat- 
ter beyond suspicion, that it Is^deslrable 
to make Impracticable the run of water 
from one ta^k to the other, which could, 
readily be done by a small alteration of 
the pipes. I should be glad to hear, for 
the Information of the council, that this 
has been done at once. Dlion Kemp, 
secretary." 


The Yachtsman, referring to this 


latest little unpleasantness, says: "We 
have seen the watertanks, and there is 
absolutely no room under the floor for 
any tanks. The builder, with his usual 
anluteness, hit upon this arrangement, 
Just as he has taught us many things. 
It Is true there Is a connecting pipe be- 
tween the tanks, but we fall to see that 
it could be used for shifting ballast, as 
it takes 10 minutes for one tank to emty 
Into the other, and this can only be done 
when the yacht la heeled over." 


The writer in The Yachtsman con- 


cludes with remarking: "We regard the 
incident as peculiarly unfortunate, be- 
cause the suspicion, wrfch many treat 
as a gross Insult, attaches to a foreign 
gentleman, who has done much for Brit- 
ish yachting, and who is known as a 
thorough sportsman. The fact that Sir. 
Gould is an American makes it all the 
worse, for, in spite of disclaimers, 
yachtsmen In America will regard it as 
a national Insult. The Yacht Racing as- 
sociation council acted properly enough, 
In view of the report, but everyone Is 
entitled to know who made the report." 


Under 
the 
circumstances, nobody 


would be astonished if Howard Gould 
refused to take part in any more races 
In these waters, and there Is little doubt 
that when the name of the maker of the 
report to the Yacht Racing association 
becomes known, and all the circum- 
stances In the case- are Investigated, 
there will be a storm of indignation 
strong enough to make the party re- 
ferred to feel very uncomfortable. 


Howard Gould writes to The Field, In 


regard, to the dispute over the water- 
tanks on the Niagara, as follows: "The 
tanks were never used for ballast or for 
any purpose, except for water for the 
crew. The yacht was measured and 
races with the tanks empty, and even 1C 
they were filled, the idea that they could 
be of advantage is absurd, because it 
would tako eight or 10 minutes for the 
water to run from one to the other.

Jnicnvs that shrewd management and 
prodigal cxpendi lures of juoiicy bavu 
contributed largely to the Icug ln 
which McKinlc-y no\v has over all rivals 
for the Re-publican prcsidc-jiticj nomina- 
tion. Biitiificriuiikjugall proper nllow- 
auccfor this element in the cose the fact 
remains that there ifl a gennino cuthu- 
Biasm for the Ohio candidate snch as 
few men in our political history have, 
aroused. The cause for this enthusiasm 
deserves careful attention. 


There have, been candidates whoso 


"personal magnetism" aronscd a popu- 
lar feeling in liieir favor so widespread 
and irrcsistihlo that itswept everylTiiuf; 
before it. Henry Clay, iu tlio Whig 
party of his clay, and James G. Elaine, 
iu the Republican party a generation 
later, were tho two most conspicnous 
illustrations of this influence. Tho per- 
sonality of tho man was what inado 
Blnino BO often a strong candidate for 
tho Repv-Mican nomination and ths 
nominee in 1884. The hold of the man 
cpou tho affections of others was wlnit 
made so ra:iuy Whigs weep as over a 
death in their families when Clay's de- 
feat at the polls half a century ago be- 
came known. 
McKiuley is a cold, 


"wooden" sort of a man, whoso daily 
associates for years in the house never 
felt any spell of personal influence, so 
that this does not account for the en- 
thusiasm iu his case. 


Thero have been candidates who 


aroused tho masses of their party by 
their eminent capacity for leadership 
and their distinguished services iu be- 
half of a cause which they represented. 
Qrover Cleveland is the most striking 
example of this in our modern history. 
The force of character pushed him to 
the fronc ahead of many older and more 
prominent meu and made him a presi- 
dential nominee within two years after 
his reputation had spread beyond his 
city, and tho demonstration of his pow 
er us a leader during his first term made 
him twice, afterward 
the candidate 


through the overwhelming demand of 
the people for his choice. McKiuley is so 
lacking in force of character and in ca- 
pacity for leadership that when in 18S9, 
after a dozen years of continuous service 
in tho house, he sought the speakership, 
ho could command only SO out of 165 
votes in the party caucus, so that this 
does not account for tha enthusiasm in 
his behalf. 


"What, then, 'does explain the enthu- 


siasm for one who is neither a military 
hero, a leader in civil life nor a "mag- 
netic" man? It is tho fact, which was 
itself a mere chance, that McKinley'9 
name came to be associated with a tariff 
act, the passage of which was coincident 
with a period of prosperity, and the re- 
passage of which is believed by the 
masses to bo capable of immediately re- 
storing that prosperity. A mere chance, 
we say. In the Republican caucus which 
nominated Heed for speaker in IBS'J, 
ileKinloy stood second with SO votes 
aud Cannon of Illinois third vfith 22. 
Custom virtually decrees the naming by 
the successful candidate of his chief 
riv.il as chairman of tho ways and 
means committee, and so "leader of the 
bouse." If Cannon had received tho 30 
voces and McEiuley the 22, it would 
have been the Cannon tariff, and we 
should have had today, with, precisely as 
much reason, unbounded enthusiasm for 
Cannon—a man, by the way, with quito 
as much claim to the presidency, in 
point of ability, nsMcKinley—aud Can- 
non's claim would seem too ridiculous 
for consideration. 


In other words, tho enthusiasm for 


McKinley is a. matter of neither brains 
nor heart. It is not based upon admira- 
tion of the man's ability or upon affec- 
tion for ono who makes tens of thou- 
sands regard him as a personal friend 
It is purely a matter of the pocket. 
It 


is based upon tho belief among the 
masses that McKinley's election in 1896 
—or, for that matter, Cannon's, if Can- 
non had been appointed chairman of 
the ways and means committee in 18S9 
—will give them constant work with 
pasy hours at high wages. 
In short, it 


rests upon tho theory that the tariff is 
the most 
important thing in 
the 


country, and that the government can 
mark wages up or down. 
It is dun to 


the spreading among the ignorant of 
the idea that prosperity is to be deter- 
mined by votes. 


The success of a campaign based upon 


an unreasoning enthn.siai?m ol tnis sort 
must be followed by a disillusionizing 
and a disappointment which will pro- 
Yoko a tremendous revolution in public 
sentiment. 
Thoughtful 
Republicans 


vievf with the greatest apprehension 
tho prospect of McKinley's election. 
It 


is not simply that nobody knows where 
he stands on the "financial question now, 
or how so weak kneed ,a person would 
stand if he should become president. It 
is still more because, even if he wero 
sound on this issue, he could not pos- 
sibly satisfy the extravagant expecta- 
tions that ore entertained of the'effect 
of his election. The enthusiasm for Mc- 
Kiuley is duo to the belief by the masses 
that he will usher in the millennium at 
noon on tho 4th of March,' 1S07, and 
their indignation when they shall find 
how they have been deceived is some- 
thing that is dreaded by many a Re- 
publican who does not dare to resist the 
tide.—New York Evening Post

*,erday afternoon, a tribute was paid to 
an American Journalist and American 
jourmLlIsm, when the representatives 
ol all the leading peace- and arbitration 
societies In the kingdom, and a. number 
oH prornlntrit American and Kngllsh per- 
•onages, assc-iiblcd, on the occasion of 
the presentation of i'-n address of tharika 
to Joseph Pulitzer, fl.-uprlecor of the New 
York U'orkl, for li!a efforts In boliolfof 
pood feeling between tho United States 
and Great Britain. In addltlon-'lo the 
delegates from theae societies, the com- 
pany Included Cardinal Vaughan, Sir 
Lewis Morrla. Hon. Carr Glyun, Sir 
James Hecklle, Sir Robert Heahcook. 
editor of The Daily News, and Henry 
Vv'atti-rson, editor 
of 
the 
LoubiVillu 


Courier-Journal. 


JOSEPH PULITZER. 


The deputation was introduced by 


Passmore Edwards, and included dele- 
Kates from the Peace society, the Inter- 
national Arbitration and Peace asso- 
ciation, the International Arbitration 
league, the peace committee of the So- 
ciety of Friends and the Dublin Peaco 
society. A vellum engrossed address, 
which was presented to llr.Pulibier, and 
•which was read, says: 


We desire, on behalf of all who -wish 
to sea knit more firmly the ties oC his- 
tory and kinship between the two great 
branches of the English-speaking race, 
to proffer you hearty thanks for the 
in-omut efforts made by you and thf 
thorough, great Journal you direct to- 
ward that noble object, and to con- 
gratulate you on the. .Immense unil 
gratifying success resulting from that 
beneficent exemplification oC the marvel- 
lous facilities of modern Journalism in 
~.hc dark days of last December. Your 
prompt Intervention evoked from the 
lujsC, wisest and most influential per- 
sons of the day so united and emphatic 
a protest, that the counsels of modera- 
tion and sanity were enabled to' exert 
their rightful sway over true public 
sentiment. 


ThB address alludes to the present ap- 


parent pause In the negotiations over 
the Venezuelan question, and hopes to 
see fresh evidence that the parties are 
likely to arrive at a settlement. 
It 


dwells at length upon the desire ot both 
nations for permanent arbitration, and 
closes with a renewed tribute to Mr. Pu- 
litzer. 


Tho reading of the address was much 


applauded, and a number of speeches 
followed. aCter -which Jlr. Pulitzer him- 
self came forward to reply, and was 
greeted with loud applause. He said: 
'•1 am deeply touched, and am, unfortu- 
nately, an Invalid, and under the doctor's 
order, but I ask permission that my re- 
sponse may be read by a young Ameri- 
can friend, my son." 
Ralph Pulitzer 


then read his father's reply, as follows: 
• I am deeply sensible of the great 
compliment of your presence. 
Yet I 


feel you come to do honor to principle, 
and not to a person. It Is a natural 
desire with men of earnest conviction 
tn rind e-cpresslon for that conviction. 
I know of no purely moral sentiment 
that has been advanced In England 
since the abolition of slavery that ap- 
peals so strongly to the mind and heart 
as this Idea of substituting civilized 
rnethods of peace and reason for barbar- 
ism cind needless war. 
It Is encourag- 
in? to feel that there are men In the 
world like those constituting your vari- 
ous peace n'nd arbitration organizations; 
who labor for the public good and a 
l\i£h Ideal. We beyond the Atlantic 
have watched, with admiration, your 
devoted enthusiasm, often under dis- 
courtiRemcnt. and not seldom In the face 
of misapprehension. I congratulate you 
upon the fruit of your labors in the 
progress of this sentiment. In America 
there is not, or at least recently there 
.-.vas not, & single organized society such 
as yours. But this Is not because the 
.American people are opposed to the 
"principle you represented. Just the re- 
verse. It Is because all of the people In 
the United States, regardless"of parties 
and sections, are In favor of arbitration, 
and. as it were, from one national arhlr 
tration society, which has grown from H. 
membership'of 7,000,000 that It had when 
orbltratlon was provided for in the 
treaty of Ghent, to 70,000,000 today. It Is 
scroivlng at the rate of over 1,000,000 a 
jear, and Tvlll number over 100,000,000 In 
20 years. 
True Americanism means arbitration. 


If the great republic across the sea 
stands for anything, It stands for the 
reign of reason as opposed to the reign 
of force; for argument, peaceful- dis- 
cussion and lan-ful adjustment, as op- 
posed to passion and war. 
America is proud of the fact that arbi- 
tration Is an American idea. Even our 
Jingoes all were.and are for arbitra- 
tion, and tho dark cloud that recently 
passed over America was only made 
possible by an unfortunate refusal o£ 
arbitration. 


It was a noble idea that stirred the 
American people, 
even .though that 
Idea was based upon a mistaken con- 
ception of fact The spirit of protest wag 
called out by a natural sympathy with 
the under dog. as we say; with the weak 
against the strong, and not by any per- 
sonal feelLne for Venezuela, with whlcb 
country -Americana have hardly any- 
thing In common. It was produced by 
the regard, of our people ,for the very 
appearance of Justice, though the sub- 
stance Itself were not there, and by their 
determination to protect.American Ideas 
asralnst foreign Intrusion even outside 
cur boundary line. In the mind of every 
_-.,,---!-—— t2ie cherished Mcnu-ae do^trEi-.^ 


stands almost side by Bide with the con- 
stitution and the declaration of inde- 
pendence, and if, from their great de- 
votion to that doctrine, which, In an im- 
pulsive enthusiasm they 'thought was 
beloved, Americans espoused the Vene- 
zuelan cauae. is that not more creditable 
to them than if they had- acted from 
mere personal sympathy?" 


Feeling that 1C the New York "World 
1ms been to any degree helpful In this 
Venezuelan affair, your warm words at 
appreciation are an encouragement.to 
H.11 members of my profession both sides 
of th»? Atlantic, who have fearlessly dis- 
charged then- duty under great diffi- 
culties. For It Is not pleasant to both 
criticize the government and offend ihe 
people In free countries, where popular 
opinion Is always the force behind the 
Kovernment. "Where the opinion Is sub- 
ject to Impulses, often from an excessive 
enthusiasm, the responsibility of the 
press becomes most grave. It Is its duty 
to Interpret the right, 
to expose the 


wrong, to teach the moral, to advocate 
the true and to oppose ihe false, con- 
stantly and conscientiously, Judicially 
and 
fearlessly. 
"Without 
sacrificing 


conscience 
to the natural 
desire of 
plaudits and popularity, it must attack 
error, whether emanating from the cab- 
inet or from the people themselves. 
It 
must do Its duty against that.false and 
perverted patriotism called Jingoism. 
True patriotism, true Americanism, 
means love of r.rul pride In country. But 
we love our great republic^ not because 
it has TiyjOO.noo of people, riot because of 
ilH vast area arc! exhaustless resources: 
not even because of Its wonderful prog- 
ress. 
"We love: her because her corner- 
stone is enlightened intelligence and her 
foundations are freedom, equity, public 
morality, national honor, tolerance, and, 
above all, justice. Jingoism is not con- 
fined tn any one country, but it is found 
In England as well as In America; in 
Germany as well as in France; In Rus- 
sia a.i well as in Japan. Jingoism Is an 
appeal 
to national vanity, national

Silently tho children 
followed 
their 


mothers li!:e lambs to tho slaughter, till 
tho deep ravine was so filled with the dy- 
ing ami il-.o dead that the last to leap fell 
unhurt upon tho livlug ami lifeless forms 
beneath thcni. 


About 150 women and children were 


taken alive, but they" bore their tnrtnro 
bravely, and no amount of ugtmy could 
compel them to deny their faith or betray 
iheiL 
1 friends, faithful through untold tor- 


ture and agony, e\'on unto death. 
"I hot yon 10 tshiroks I can cut clean 


through the necks of four Christian pup- 
pies at ono Etroko of my scimitar," cried 
one soklici1. 


"Done," shouted n crowd of Turkish 


regulars as they snatched four tender chil- 
dren from tho anus (j£ their frantic moth- 
ers and bound them amid heart rending 
seruums, oao neck above another. 


Tho bnivo Turk who had mudo tbe hot 


touched Iho nock of tho nearest babe whh 
his steol to measure Ills stroke. His bright 
seimitar [lashed for an iustant above them, 
tliou four liulu lifeless forms quivered in 
tho blood stained dust beforo their moth- 
ers' oycs, to whom Ku6h a di<ath itself 
would hnvo Lcca most unspeakably more 
merciful tbau such an agonizing sight. 


Turkish soldiers took delight in placing 


long lines of Christian children in files to 
bo Ilred at as targets, to see how maay lit- 
tle helpless, homeless, hungry iaurjeeiits 
they could kill ur wound, or cripple for lifo 
with ono cruel shoe, while others \vorc tnri! 
apart by their limbs, and others had their 
jaws wrenched asunder, and sr'II others 
were held up by thoir'hair to bu deeapiti'.tud 
or deformed for lifo, before their broken 
hearted mothers. 


Many wuinuu with babes unborn were 


ripped open oud their babies carried about 
upon spear points in sport. 


The Unutterable Shame. 


In ono village about CO young bride?, 


with the most beautiful girls, were crowd- 
ed iutu their Christian church and kept 
tbero for days to satlar.o the lust of their 
tormentors, (.ill they wore dono to death, 
and their blood streamed from the doer- 
way into tho street. 


In another the most attractive women of 


the place were promised to be epured if 
they vfuuld deny tlieir faitli; but, punning 
to tho dead bodies of their father?, hus- 
bands and brothers before them, they re- 
plied: 


"Why should-wo dony Christ? 
Wo aro 


co bottci1 than they! Kill us too." 


So they shared Lho same shameful .fate 


of thousands of Christian women and girls 
bf Armenia. 


Their natural defenders having boon 


treacherously disarmed by tho imperial I 
pvernmenti In preparation for this whole- 
tale 
robber}-, 
outrage aud slaughter, 


Christian women and children were bunt- 
ed llko wild bonsts, after the Joss of tlieir 
fathers, husbands and brothers, to be 
turned over by thousands in obedleuco to 
Imperial orders, Lo servo tho brutal lust of 
their Mohammedan porpecutors till these 
ivcro tired of them, when thoso who bad 
iurvlved wcro hacked to death by swords 
aud bayonets or left to linger and die. 


Bands oE hundreds of starving, nearly 


nuked, terrorized women, whosohusbands. 
fathers and brothers had been imprisoned 
or slaughtered and 
homes destroyed,

King Otto IB not tho only royal person- 


age of modern times who has slain onu or 
more of his follow creatures.

Btc.ture nod physical strength, King Otto 
hns already killed l&:co of his attendants 
nt tho castlo of Furstonrld, where ho Is 
confined, nod injured for life several oth- 
ers by hurling heavy articles of furniture 
&u their heucla In lila moments of frenzy. 


Tho only tiiuo whon tho mod kiny Is not 


dangerous Is wliuu llathesls possesses him 
and leads him to believe that ho i.s n hog 
or ulsti n stork. 
When thus possessed, ho 


roams nbout tho palace on all fours, grunt- 
ing likoalingand "rooting" with his head 
under tho furniture. 
Imagining himself 


u stork, ho devotes days to the •Election 
of twigs, sticks and straws^vhloh ho nr- 
rongos liko n stork's rust in the center of 
which hp solemnly stands, first on ono leg 
and thonon thy other. Dipping the tails of 
his long black frock com, which ha invari- 
ably wears when he does not altogether 
dlsponso with clothes, like the winga of a 
stork. 


King Otto,' too, hns a crazo for matches. 


When hols sane enough to smoko, ho con- 
sumes an Inordinate quantity of cigarettes. ' 
For each clgarulto ho uses an entire box of 
matches, taking an imbecile pleasure in [ 
seeing tho box Dare up. The floors of the 
palace when hu smokes aro littered witb 
thousands upon 
thousands 
of burned 


matches. 


The greatest core Is observed to prevent 


him from setting flroto tha palace, precau- 
tions rendered difficult by his hoblo of 
flinging tho first thing ho lays his hand on 
at any person who annoys him. 
Candcla- 


bros, lamp.s heavy Inkstands, statuettes, 
busts and lienvy chairs and armchairs serve 
the mad giant as missiles. 
The mirrors 


with which the palace Is adorned are con- 
stantly being removed, as Otto takes mls- 
ohlofons delight in smashing them. 


For weeks sometimes he eats nothing. 


and food 1* forced down his. throat. 
At 


other times ho gorges voraciously and un- 
oouthly, especially whon he fancies himself 
a porker. 
The king's attendants aro the 


ei-.uouoomnjissloned 
army officers, and 


they retain unimpaired their devotion and 
respect for their afflicted monarch oven 
after they have seen him on all fours sim- 
ulating the uncouth and unclean babies of 
a pig. 


When Otto fancies himself a stork he 


struts storkllke about tho palace gardens, 
looking for frogs, soraping the gravel with 
bis foot llio tho bird ho Imagines himself 
to be. He frequently wades, fully clothed, 
Into the park lake In search of frogs, and 
the gardeners aro under strict orders to 
keep all frogs out of the way. But every 
now and then the poor king stork catches 
one and devours It with great relish. 
His attendants And It difficult cb keep 


him. presentable, for the giant madman ll 
to powerful "that eight or tan men an 


needed to cubdue him when he becomes 
unrnly. 


No one Is permitted to loiter In tho 


neighborhood of tho palace of Furstenrlod, 
which la surrounded with lofty walls, a 
precaution due not only to the fear that 
tho king may injure or kill any passing 
stranger, but to tho apprehension that an 
attempt might be made to rescue his majes- 
ty. The loyal peasantry of Bavaria believe 
that their k'.ns !s not mad, but is kept 
looked up ID deference to tho wishes of the 
abhorred Prussians—a victim of tho malig- 
nant designs of Prince Bismarck and of 
Emperor William. 


Only once has King Otto left Fursten- 


rled since his brother's tragic death ten 
years ago. HB scaled the wall one da; and 
escaped unobserved, making his way, un- 
recognized, to Munich, about an hour dis- 
tant. There ho entered the cathedral dur- 
ing divine service (Ic was on a Sunday), 
strode straight up to the high altar, beforo 
which ho threw himself prostrate. 
Then, 


raising himself on his knees, he lifted up 
his hands and pathetically besought the 
Almighty to pity poor, demented King Ot- 
to and In his mercy restore to him his rea- 
son. 


It was an Indescribably pathatlo scone. 


Women and men wept aloud. The reotor, 
a venerable ecclesiastic, with snow white 
hair, nppinmched the king, knelt down be- 
Rldoblm and prayed with hlra, then soothed 
him with comforting words and finally led 
him civ.lutly into the vestry, whence ho was 
removed In M courtcarriugo by his medical 
attendants, who had been sent for In all 
baste. 


Kins Otto's elder brother and predeces- 


sor, King Louis II, killed a couple of meu 
during his rolga, one In a fit of fury, the 
other by accident, while ha drowned a 
third, his medical attendant, himself suc- 
cumbing at tho saine time. Tbe king had 
been placed under restraint as a lunatic, 
but in lucid Intervals realized his condi- 
tion. Ho attributed his Irksome restraint 
to his physician, and at tho first opportun- 
ity he deliberately drowned tho unfor- 
tunate man, himself dying of a fit while 
In th>> woi^r.—New York World.

Instructions from Mr. Brook, talk In any 
way of her sister or the charge ngalnst 
ihem. She appeared to Buffer acutely and 
lamented that because the police version 
of what had happened had boon accepted 
she at least had been made to appear In a 
very unfavorable light. 


Mr. Brook, when he talked of his 


daughters and the charge "against them 
was violently Indignant. He said soroe of 
tho stories of what had occurred were 
libelousund that suits would bo instituted 
against several newspapers. He also said 
nn outrage bad been committed ID bis 
homo during the afternoon.

they would-bo'at school the next day. 


Florence now and then would go around 


barefooted and bog alms or broad and tell 
touching stories ot poverty and need. Only 
the other day a ilrs. Palmer, who lives BE 
841 West Seventy-first street, gave the wild 
little imp 5 cents, and half an hour lator 
recognized her as she was balanoing her- 
self on a fence in the rear of her father's 
bouxe. 


Stories about blackmail, attempts to get 


money for "keeping the story out of. tho 
papers" and an endeavor to smother up 
tho case at the Yorkvilie police court were 
Dot found to have any foundation.

The opinion gains ground, 
that more active business is to be ex- 
pected after the conventions have been 
held, and the safely and sufficiency of 
crops have been assured. 


Decline In wheat and cotton has helped 


marketing the surplus, so that exports 
have been more liberal from Atlantic 
ports. Estimates entitled to most con- 
fidence point to a probable yield of 600,- 
COO.OOO bushels of wheat, which, with the 
stock carried over, will clear away any 
danger of oppressive charges for bread- 
Bturfs, at th* same time giving producers 
a fair return.

The boot and shoe industry la still the 


most active, shipping from the east In 
number of cases more than in any 
previous year at this season, and the 
factories are still well employed; al- 
though new orders have much dimin- 
ished. Hides halt with heavy western 
receipts, and yet are slightly higher at 
Chicago. 


One problem ot the day la whether 


iron and steel prices can be maintained, 
as they have been during the past:weel£. 
The textile manufactures are waiting, 
with some cotton goods reduced still fur- 
ther in price, and ginghams to the low- 
est point ever known, while no Increase 
appears In the demand. 


Sales of wool still fall below half the 


nuantlty retired for a full consump- 
^lon, and prices have further declined, 
ihe average of quotations by Coates 
Bros, falling below 13 cents for the first 
time, making the fall 47.8 per cent In 
five years. Clay worsteds and mixtures, 
fancy cashmeres and fancy worsteds 
are a shade lower, the average of repre- 
senta1;Ive prices being 28.4 per cent lower 
than In the BDrtng ot 1830., against 27.37 
a month ago.
